Other AFL Crafts Con- 
tinue to Work Where 
Possible — Carpenters 
on Job Despite Juris- 
dictional Dispute. 


AFL building laborers and hod 
Carriers walked off their jobs in 
St. Louis and St. Louis county to- 
day in a jurisdictional dispute 
with AFL carpenters but failed to 
effect a complete construction 
shutdown. 

The laborers accepted an invita- 
tion to meet this afternoon with 


associated general contractors, 
who have announced, however, 
they are unable to settle the juris- 
dictional fight. An effort also was 
being made by the Building and 
Construction Trades Council to get 
the carpenters and laborers into 
a meeting with other business 
agents. Joseph Payne, executive 
secretary, said the council did not 
want a work stoppage and has 
been seeking to compose the dif- 
ferences between the two unions. 

Other AFL building crafts con- 
tinued working, where possible, 
and the Building and Construct- 
tion Trades Council, with which 
the laborers and hod carriers are 
affiliated, was endeavoring to ar- 
range a truce in the long-standing 
jurisdictional dispute. Carpenters, 
who announced they would con- 
tinue working, reported on jobs 
today, as did other crafts, which 
were able to carry on construc- 
tion phases not requiring laborers. 

Points at issue between the car- 
penters and the laborers involve 
the removal and cleaning of wood 
forms used in concrete construc- 
tion, and the handling of lumber 
and millwork on a job before it is 
actually nailed into place. Erwin 
C. Meinert, executive secretary of 
the Carpenters’ District Council, 
charged that laborers are seeking 
“to control jobs.” Meinert said the 
carpenters’ union “fostered the 
laborers’ organization, and now 
they are trying to dominate the 
building situation, not only here, 
but throughout the country.” The 
carpenters, Meinert added, “are 
not in controversy with anyone,

Freight Lines, ‘Commercial Build- 
ing, St. Louis County Courthouse 
and others. At the new county 
courthouse this morning 15 Yabor- 
ers failed to show up, and brick- 
layers, who reported for work, 
went home. Working on the 
job were 17 steamfitters, seven 
plumbers, seven stone masons, 
three electricians and two glaziers. 

Crafts directly affected by the 
laborers’ work stoppage are brick- , 
layers, plasterers and cement fin- 
ishers. Plumbers need laborers in 
the early stages of construction, 
but carpenters, lathers and elec- 
tricians can get along without 
them. 

The strike held up two con- 
tractors engaged in construction 
for the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion at Mallinckrodt Chemical 
Works. Laborers reported to the 
job, but did not go to work. Mal- 
linckrodt officials have requested 
the Laborers’ international union 
to intercede to get the laborers to 
return to the government job. 

Idle laborers gathered at their 
two headquarters, 3700 Enright 
avenue and 8614 Manchester road, 
in Brentwood. No disturbances 
were reported, but police and 
deputies were alerted in the event 
of trouble.

Gargotta were two of the Italian 
faction that Charles Binaggio, Ca- 
pone representative here and one 
of the chief backers of Gov. For- 
rest Smith, wanted to get the dis- 
tributorship of the Schenley Dis- 
tilling Co. for western Missouri 
and Kansas. 
Warned by Binaggio. 

Rimann went to New York and 
managed to obtain the distribu- 
torship despite warnings by Bi- 
naggio and others that the “Schen- 
ley distributorship belonged to 
the Italians.”

It based the 
reduction on the theory that the 
program as originally mapped out 
can be completed cheaper because 
of lower construction costs. 

The committee invited depart- 
ment officials to come back for 
more money if costs fail to drop 
according to expectations. 

The $577,324,408 spending avail- 
ability approved includes $536,- 
211,908 in new cash and 341.112. 
500 in contract authority for 
which future appropriations may 
be needed. 

This compares with $616,805,020 
in cash requested by the Presi 
dent and $54,300,000 in contract 
authority, or a reduction of $80,- 
593,112 in cash and $13,187,500 in 
contract authority. 

The new cash recommended is 
$126,821,934 more than Congress 
gave the department for the pres- 
ent fiscal year ending June 30.

Almost half the cash, $317,790,- 
037, was allotted by the committee 
to the Reclamation Bureau, This 
is $55,538,463 less than the Presi- 
dent asked but $71,170,898 more 
than the bureau was given this 
year. The committee gave the 
bureau full authority to use force- 
account, or hired, labor on con- 
struction projects.

U.S. SUPREME COURT VOIDS 
ALABAMA NEGRO VOTE CURB 


Throws Out Amendment Requiring Citizens 
to Explain Any Clause of U.S. Con- 
stitution Before Balloting. 


WASHINGTON, March 28 (UP) 
—The Supreme Court affirmed 
today, by an 8-to-1 decision, a 
lower court ruling invalidating a 
provision in the Alabama consti- 
tution requiring prospective voters 
to explain to the satisfaction of 
election boards any article in the 
United State Constitution. 

The lower court had ruled that 
the provision—known as the Bos- 
well amendment—was designed to 
restrict Negroes from voting. It 
was adopted in 1946. 

A three-judge United States 


Alabama declared the provision 
unconstitutional, The Mobile coun- 
ty board of election registrars ap- 
pealed. It had been enjoined from 
carrying out that section of the 
voting requirement, But the Su- 
preme Court refused today to hear 
the appeal. In affirming the lower 
court’s ruling, the Supreme Court 
did not issue an opinion. 

Justice Stanley F. Reed was the 
only member of the tribunal vot- 
ing in favor of granting the 
Mobile board a hearing on its ap- 
peal, He felt the Supreme Court 


should do so “in view of the fact 
that a constitutional provision of 
a state is involved.” 

The law was challenged in the 
lower court by 10 Negroes, some 
of whom were refused registra- 
tion because the board said they 
failed to explain properly the Con- 
stitution. That court ruled that 
white applicants were not re- 
quired to pass the test.and that 
two of the plaintiffs were denied 
registration solely because they 
were Negroes. 

The lower court said the Bos- 
well amendment imposes “an ex- 
ceedingly high, if not impossible 
standard” — one over which Su- 
preme Court Justices disagree. 

It said that, while race is no- 
where mentioned, the amendment 
Was sponsored by the Alabama 
Democratic executive committee 
“to make the Democratic party in 
Alabama the ‘white man’s party.’” 

The registrars’ appeal said Su- 
preme Court review was impor- 
tant to get uniform administra- 
tion of the law. It said the in- 
junction applied only to Mobile 
county, not to Alabama’s other 66 
counties.

WASHINGTON, March 28 (UP) 
— Democratic tax spokesman 
said today that any attempt to 
boost income taxes this year would 


bring a clamor for reducing excise 
levies. 

Chairman George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, of the Senate Finance Com- 
_ mittee said this is one reason why 

Congress should put off action on 
President Truman’s request for a 
four-billion-dollar increase in cor 
porate and personal income taxes. 

If Congress should take up a 
general tax bill at this session, he 
said, the members could not resist 
pressure to cut excise taxes on 
such items as furs, cosmetics and 
railroad tickets. That would mean, 
said George, that the income tax 
boost would have to be about five 
billions, instead of the four billions 
urged by Truman, to make up for 
the excise cut. 

George suggested an over-all 5 
per cent reduction in administra- 
tion appropriation requests as the 
dest way to avoid a deficit with- 
out a tax increase. 

House Republicans already have 
lined up behind a bill by Minority 
Leader Martin to whittle excise 
taxes down from their wartime 
levels. A similar measure has been 
introduced in the Senate by Sen- 
ator Wiley (Rep.), Wisconsin. 

Truman Urges Rent Action. 

Congressional leaders reported 
after their weekly conference at 
the White House today that Presi- 
dent Truman said he hoped for 
quick action on rent control. In 
response to a question, Senator 
Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, said Tru- 
man did not indicate whether or 
not he is disappointed in the form 
of the legislation as it is shaping 
up. Meanwhile the House-Senate 
conferees approved a compromise 
rent bill providing a “fair net 
operating income” for landlords. 

Truman. made no mention of his 
nomination of Mon C. Wallgren to 
be chairman of the National Se- 
curity Resources Board. There 
had been speculation that he 
might try to get the nomination 
out of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee which has tabled it. 

Lucas forecast that the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee will 
hold about a month of hearings 
on the Atlantic pact. He said the 
Senate will not vote on the treaty 
until after “must” domestic leg- 
islation is out of the way. That 
suggested that a vote may be 
many weeks off.

COCKFIGHT HELD 
AT OLD ROADHOUSE 
IN MADISON COUNTY 


Several Hundred Attend II- 


KILLED IN FALL FROM WINDOW

Several hundred cockfighting 
enthusiasts gathered yesterday at 
an abandoned roadhouse about 
three miles south of Chain of 
Rocks bridge, in Madison county, 
to enjoy the illegal sport. 

The fights were staged by an 
organization which operates 


through southern [Illinois and 
rural Missouri, the Post-Dispatch 
learned. No regular schedules are 
maintained but announcements of 
coming cockfight attractions are 
made at each event. 

The Madison county pit is lo- 
cated in a ramshackle building 
just off United States Highway 66 
on Chouteau Slough road. The 
building’s windows have been 
boarded up and the flooring re- 
moved from what was once a 
dance floor to form an octagonal 
dirt pit for the fighting cocks. 
Entrance to the arena is through, 
the rear door of an adjoining tav- 
ern and is guarded by two men 
who admit only persons having 
membership cards. A bookmaker 
is seated at one side of the pit 
and there is a great deal of bet- 
ting among spectators. 

Illinois law makes spectators, 
operators and participants of 
cockfighting subject to fines rang- 
ing from $3 to $200. State’s At- 
torney Austin Lewis of Madison 
county said he had asked Sheriff 
Dallas Harrell to investigate re- 
ports of the illegal activity. Sher- 
iff Harrell, asked about the cock- 
fighting investigation, had “no 
comment.”

“Where are we going to get a 
job?”

When a man works in a coal 
mine all his life, that’s all he can 
do usually.” 

Devonald said he did not know 
whether the mine would be re- 
opened later or whether the 
minera would be absorbed by 
other mines. 

Rowekamp, who has worked in 
the mine for 36 years, said em- 
Ployes were mystified by the 
abrupt closing and had received 
no explanation from the company. 
Production has been running be- 
tween 2200 and 2400 tons a day, 
and there has been no complaint 
about output and no controvery 
with the union, he asserted. 

“All we know is the whistle 
blew just once instead of three 
times,” Rowekamp continued. 
“That means no work.” 

Company Recruited Miners. 

To rebuild the working force 
after the explosion, Peabody had 
recruited miners from other sec- 
tions, many of whom had bought 
homes in Centralia in order to 
take jobs in Mine No. 21, as the 
rechristened mine was called. 

The Peabody Coal Co. announced 
on May 16, 1947, it had bought 


the mine from the Centralia Coal 


Co., which owned the colliery at 
the time of the disaster. It had 
been called the No. 5 mine. 

The closure announcement came 
just three days after the second 
anniversary of the explosion 
which killed 111 miners. 

Mayors of Centralia and adja- 
cent Wamac, where the mine is 
situated, proclaimed yesterday as 
a memorial day. Community serv- 
ices were held Sunday afternoon 
in the high school. 

Those attending the services 
stood and bowed their heads in 
silent prayer at 3:26 o'clock, which 
was the time the 1947 explosion 
occurred.

403 000 MINERS 
ENDING 2-WEEK 
WORK STOPPAGE 


All UMW Members Ex- 
pected to Be on Job by 
Nightfall — Pay Loss 
Put at $55,000,000. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., March 28 
(AP)—The 463,000 members of the 
United Mine Workers east of the 
Mississippi began returning to the 
pits today. They acted on orders 
of John L. Lewis, UMW president, 
who called a two-week work stop- 
page March 14. 


By tonight all 463,000 miners 
were expected to be on the job. 

A spokesman for the Western 
Pennsylvania Coal Operators’ As- 
sociation estimated the miners lost 
$55,000,068 in wages during their 
two weeks of idleness. (A United 
Press story said the average miner 
lost about $150 in wages.) 

Lewis called the stoppage as a 
protest against Dr. James Boyd's 
appointment as director of the 
Federal Bureau of Mines. He also 
termed it a memorial to miners 
killed and injured last year. How- 
ever while the work stoppage was 
on, the Senate ignored Lewis and 
confirmed Boyd by a 50-to-11 vote. 

A state-by-state survey indicat- 
ed coal production would be back 
to normal within a few days. In 
Illinois 20,000 UMW miners were 
expected to be in the pits on 
schedule. In southern Illinois, 
normal crews were on the job ex- 
cept at one mine at Centralia. 

When Lewis called the stoppage 
he permitted UMW members west 
of the Mississippi to stay at work. 
He said coal was needed there 
because of severe climatic condi- 
tions. 

In Illinois, moreover, about 
17,000 members of the Progressive 
Miners of America—the UMW’s 
rival—stayed in the pits. A spokes- 
man for the Progressive miners 
was highly critical of Lewis’s ac- 
tion. The stoppage, he said, 
wouldn’t accomplish anything but 
the loss of two weeks’ pay for the 
UMW members. 

The national economy didn't 
suffer greatly during the stop- 
page. Some 70,000 railroa“ work- 
ers were laid off but a high rail- 
road union officer said not all of 
the layoffs were the result of the 
walkout, A. F. Whitney, president 
of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen, declared in a Pitts- 
burgh speech that many of the 
layoffs were “seasonable.” He pre- 
dicted conditions would right 
themselves. 

The current soft-coal contract 
expires June 30, while the miners 
are slated to be idle during the 
annual 10-day paid vacation, start- 
ing June 25. 

As the soft-coal miners went 
back to the pits they were faced 
with a four-day week. April 1 is 
a contract holiday for them—the 
date they observe John Mitchell 
day, honoring a UMW leader of 
many years ago.

The survey showed the Commu- | 


nists pre strongest in Italy, France, 
and Germany. 


In Italy, the Communists claim | 


to have slightly more than 2,000,- 
006 members. Militant strength of 
the party is represented mainly 
by the Communist partisans, esti- 
mated reliably to number 100,000 
or more. The party polled 6,989,- 
584 votes last year and has 141 of 
the 574 seats in the Chamber of 
Deputies and 75 of 334 seats in 
the Senate. 


France’s Communist party has 
800,000 members, the Interior Min- 
istry says. Probably 100,000 of 
these are die-hards. In the 1946 
election, the party received 5,351. 
926 votes of a total of 19,216,375. 
It holds 182 of the 611 seats in the 
lower house of Parliament and 20 
of 320 in the upper house. 

Communists in the three west- 
ern zones of Germany have polled 
1,304,941 votes recently. They have 
two of the 65 seats in the par- 


liamentary council at Bonn. Mili-| 


tary government observers doubt 
the militant Communist strength 
will reach 1,000,000. Many votes 
polled by the Communists are re- 
garded merely as protests against 
the occupation. 

In Britain, the Communists are 
a feeble minority. They got 102,780 
votes in 1945 and claim to have 
43,000 members. They have two 
of the 640 seats in Parliament. 
Communists are practically non- 
existent in Zire. 


Only in Greece are Communists 
engaged in actual warfare against 
a central government. There it is 
said Russia could count on 15,000 
armed Communist guerrillas and 
50,000 Red sympathizers, virtually 
all in northern Greece, in case of 
international war.

STANDS MUTE 


MILWAUKEE, March 28 (AP) 
~—Milton Babich was arraigned 
today on a first-degree murder 
charge but stood mute. The 19- 
year-old youth is charged with 
killing Patricia Birmingham, 16, 
because the girl jested about her 
sister’s pregnancy in a love affair 
with him. 

Preliminary hearing was set for 
April 12. District Judge Harvey 
L. Neelen, after disputing with 
District Attorney William Me- 
Cauley whether bail was allowable 
in a first-degree murder case, re- 
manded Babich to police custody 
without bond. | 

‘Babich stood silently while Ar- 
thur Richter, chief defense coun- 
sel, asked for his release on bond. 
State law does not require.a plea 
by a defendant until the prelimi- 
nary hearing, but Richter said 
previously Babich would plead not 
guilty to the charge. 

As the youth left the courtroom, 
his 17-year-old wife, Kathleen, 
with whom he eloped five weeks 
after Patricia was killed but two 
days before the body was found 
March 20, called and waved to 
him. 

She rushed through the crowd 
to his side and cried, Milt, when 
can I see you?” as he was taken 
away. 

McCauley said police attention 
was focused on the youth after 
his mother, Mrs. Fabian Babich, 
identified a shirt which bound the 
dead girl’s body as one belonging 
to her husband: 

Kathleen’s parents, the Albert 
T. Birminghams, have five remain- 
ing children younger than Mrs. 
Babich. On Saturday, after Mc- 
Cauley announced the youth had 
admitted the killing, Mrs. Birming- 
ham joined her eldest daughter in

HE jail routine of Lubianka closed around me. 
T in a tiny cell with only a table and chair and strip of carpet. 
Leaning my head against the wall, I tried to doze. 
hours. Two women entered, a wardress and a doctor. 


“Strip,” they said. 

The doctor listened to my heart 
and lungs and I wondered, in 
panic, if she was deciding how 
much I could stand. They ex- 
amined my body thoroughly, ask- 
ing me to bend and stretch and 
expose various parts, but they did 


not touch me themselves except 
as they fluffed my hair back to 
see what might be hidden at the 
roots. Seeing that I was shiver- 
ing, the doctor gave me some 
clean prison clothing to wear 
while they examined mine. 

First the shoes, with insoles 
Tipped out and laces removed; 
then the stockings, every seam of 
which was felt. These were re- 
turned quickly. “To keep your 
legs warm and off the floor,” said 
the doctor, and my tension re- 
laxed. They're not going to be 
brutes, not vet anyway, I thought. 

Nerves Shoot Up and Down. 

They went over every seam, ev- 
ery button, but tore nothing but 
the lining of my thick fur cap. 
My jerky nerves shot up again. 
In all the next five days my 
spirits were shooting way up and 
then way down. 

I was dressed again in my own 
now-investigated clothing, all but 
my shoelaces, watch and brooch. 
The doctor looked at me, decided 
that I wouldn't strangle myself 
with the laces, and returned them. 

“You'll feel more decent with 
them laced,” she said. I laced 
them, and I did. 

They put me in another tiny 
cell that had a narrow bench in 
it. Again interminable ages 
passed. 

I asked everyone, the doctor, 
the wardress, every person who 
Stuck his nose inside for a mo- 
ment, what I was there for. They 
didn't answer. It wasn’t their job 
to know. 

No Prisoner Sees Another. 

I had just decided t I could 
sleep on that narrow bench and 
had lain down when they came 
and took me to another room. I 
noticed another bit of technique. 
No prisoner must be allowed to see 
another. They looked around each 
corner, and if anyone was there 


Tticor was clear. In the elevators I 


closed iron shutters between me 
and the operator, so that nobody 
might see me by chance as we 
passed various floors. 

I didn’t care; I didn’t want to 
gee anybody except the person 
who would tell me why. I was 
there and let me out. 

From the first arrest to the end 
nobody laid hands on me. They 
pointed and I went. I began to 
think I must be a docile prisoner. 
Nobody ever called me docile be- 
fore. I was scared stiff and dazed. 

We went to a small, bleak office 
Where a portly man in uniform 
gat behind a desk. He had two 
rows of battle ribbons on his chest. 
He motioned me to a chair with a 
mille on his face like the keeper 
OF a hotel. 

. “I am the administrator,” he 
gaid. I burst out asking what I 
Was there for, but he said that 
Wasn't his job. So I knew he was 
a kind of warden. 

How Is Your Health? 
His next words knocked me 
Billy. “How is your health?” he 
asked. My health? For hard 
labor in the woods or for what? 
I replied as accurately as I could. 
“T’m 63 and not as good as once. 
I’ve had a bit of rheumatism, my 
nerves cut up and my legs are 

on long walks, But I get 
around the world pretty well.” 

“What do you eat? Have you 
any special diet?” 

“But I won't be here to eat,” 
Z cried. “They'll be letting me 
go!” Smilingly, persistently, he 
Jearned that I needed a milk and 
vegetable diet with little meat. 
Are there any medicines that 


You have to take?” 
* vitamins. I had a good 


I was put first 
It seemed 


“What kind of vitamins?” he 
asked. 

“Mixed ones,” I replied, “but 
mostly B-1. I get awfully nerv- 
ous without it and I know I'm 
going to get awfully nervous 
here.” 

“And Vitamin C?” he inquired. 
I said that was all right, too. 
Vitamin C is “the vitamin” for 
these north-bound Russians and 
they gave it to me every day, but 
the B-1 never came, They said 
they had ordered it and maybe 
they had. My own expensive 
med vitamins—nearly $40 worth 
for an expected two years in 
China—were never given to me. 
I suppose folks keep poison in 
little capsules. But did they think 
I was going to poison myself? 
Not me. I was going to live! 

As I passed through the halls to 
my cell I saw a clock showing 3 
in the morning. My own watch 
was not returned till I got to 
Poland, so from now on there was 
only empty time. 

Description of Cell. 

My cell was a long narrow 
room cut in what must once have 
been a hotel or office building. An 
ancient hardwood floor, high walls 
painted green below and white 
above, a table, a chair, strip of 
carpet, jug of water and, 
heaven, a bed. Not a very good 
one, but I've slept on worse. Filex- 
ible iron bands covered with two 
thin mattresses, a bit bent and 
bumpy. Clean sheets and an an- 
cient but warm blanket. Two 
plump pillows. 

All that distinguished the cell 
from a third-class provincial hotel 
room in Russia was that the big 
window facing a narrow court had 
bars outside, and the heavy dogr 
had no inside knob but was locked 
from outside with a peephole in it, 
so they could look when they 
liked. I didn’t care who looked. I 


wasn't going to commit suicide or 
any other little misdemeanors. I

One of the witnesses, also 
among the accused, renounced his 
pre-trial testimony similarly, but 
the other five witnesses didn’t 
change their stories. 

In the second case, the death 
sentence of Sgt. Paul Ochmann 
was commuted to life. He was ac- 
cused of shooting “four or five” 
of eight American prisoners in 
Ligneuville, Belgium, about one 
hour after Huber’s crime. 

Two lgian women confirmed 
the story of the shooting, but 
couldn’t identify Ochmann. An- 
other S.S. man who incriminated 
Ochmann at the trial has since re- 
nounced his pre-trial statement al- 
though there is no evidence of 
duress in forcing him to testify 
in court. 

Ochmann first admitted the 
shootings.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In reference to your editorial on 
“Why the Legislature Stalls,” I would 
like to make the following comments: 

Old age recipients receive about $50 
a month. Increased revenue is needed 
for them because their number is in- 
creasing. Whether we recognize it or 
not, the number of older persons in the 
United States is on the upgrade. 
Fifty dollars a month is a pittance, 
barely enough to enable a person to 
maintain himself today, and the in- 
crease in O. A. A. seems justified. How- 
ever, this group is having its needs ful- 
filled only because it is a political bloc 
and has voting strength. 

Gov. Smith has cut general relief in 
half. G.R. recipients are now receiving 
55: per cent of need, Curtailment of 
funds for this group would mean they 
would receive even less. The public tends 
to think of G.R. recipients as a bunch 
of lazy bums, This is a fallacy because 
the law states that to receive general 
relief a person must be unemployable 
through no fault of his own. 

However, they do not have political 
strength and hence their needs are 
blithely passed over, The same is true 
of aid to dependent children. Should 
these groups be penalized because of 
their lack of political organization? This 
remains up to the people to decide. 

Another controversial issue is relative 
responsibilty. This concept worked when 
we had a rural economy, because fami- 
lies banded together. It is neither prac- 
tical nor sensible in a modern indus- 
trial society, where most families are 
small and barely earn enough to cover 
their own needs. They also pay taxes 
to support aged and needy persons in 
the state, which would certainly seem 
td include their own relatives. 

‘As a social worker, I believe that the 
public must know the issues involved 
to make wise and armed with 
the facts they usually do just that.

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Who Picks Up a Board? 
Just as the spring building season opens, St. 


Louis is confronted with a strike which will ham- 
per construction This strike is the result of a 


dlspute between two rival unions—the carpen- 


ters and the laborers. These unions cannot 
‘come to an agreement over which should remove 
wooden frames from concrete foundations, carry 
lumber and handle millwork. In other words, it 
is that least defensible of all walkouts—a juris- 
dictional strike. 

Similar disputes have arisen in other cities 
between the carpenters and the laborers, and 
apparently St. Louis has been chosen as the 
guinea pig to test the issue. One would suppise 
that when two AFL ldcals cannot settle a 
quarrel, the matter would be decided by na- 
tional headquarters; but there is no sign that 
national headquarters will do anything about it. 

Just as the Taft-Hartley Act forbids jurisdic- 
tional strikes in matters. affecting interstate 
commerce, so does Missouri’s Madison Act pro- 
vide machinery to avoid this kind of dispute. 
The Madison Act specifies that the contending 
parties should resort to arbitration. If arbitra- 
tion fails, the Industrial Commission, on appli- 
cation of any of the parties, shall investigate 
and hand down a decision which will be binding. 

But neither carpenters nor laborers are mak- 
ing an application to the Industrial Commission, 
and apparently the Master Builders’ Association 
is not going to make such a move. Therefore, 
the Industrial Commission cannot take jurisdic- 
tion. The laborers, who have seized the initia- 
tive in walking out, prefer to use the crippling 
method of a strike. 

A peace plan between the two unions had 
been worked out, but it was rejected largely 
because of the influence of Paul Hulahan, act- 
ing business agent of Local 42. This unsavory 
character is well known to St. Louis. In 1941, 
he was kicked out of the union with two other 
officers after investigation of their handling of 
$151,000 of union funds. Though Hulahan was 
acquitted of embezlement charges, he was 
barred from holding union office for 10 years. 
But the term of exile was shortened, and 
now Hulahan lives up to his reputation of being 
a trouble-maker. 

Since the Madison Act is not invoked, the 
public stands by helplessly and, unless the 
strike is promptly settled, the fine spring days 
will go by without the contruction the commu- 
nity so badly needs. Here is the sort of situa- 
tion made to order for the breeding of anti- 
union sentiment. The public does not care 
whether it is a carpenter or a laborer who picks 


up a board and carries it five, 10 or 15 feet. 


It does not believe it should be penalized by an 
inter-union quarrel. 

The strike emphasizes the outmoded charac- 
ter of craft unionism. In these days of changing 
industrial methods and materials, the original 
functions of a craft often become blurred. For 
example, metal frequently replaces wood; what 
used to be distinctly a carpenter’s work of saw- 
ing, fitting and nailing is no longer such. Hence 
disputes. In the CIO, where vertical unionism 
is practiced, such disputes are avoided, since all 
employes are members of the same union. 


We think the master builders should invoke 
the Madison Act. They probably will not for 
fear of offending the unions. Perhaps the 
Legislature will take notice of the situation in 
which St. Louis finds itself and provide for 
automatic jurisdiction in such cases. Meantime, 
St. Louis awaits the pleasure of the carpenters’ 
and laborers’ unions.

We hope it will all turn out just as romanti- 
cally. Moonlight. Honeysuckle. The patio of a 
beautiful old New Orleans home. The mur- 
mured exchange of endearments and the prom- 
ise never to quarrel again. The strains of 
“Hearts and Flowers” floating out from the 
ballroom. And a fellow with a Speed Graphic 
squatting behind every cape jessamine bush. 
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Mission Accomplished 

If this nation should become involved in war 
in the next few years, the outcome probably 
would depend on the speed and thoroughness 
with which economic mobilization could be car- 
ried out. And while the military should have a 
big say as to the what, where and when of the 
peacetime program, civilian control must be at 
the helm. That was the guiding thought of the 
two-week economic mobilization course given by 
the Armed Forces Industrial College to 240 
business men and resérve officers at Soldiers’ 
Memorial. 

Experts in various fields told just what would 
have to be done and the best way of doing it if 
another war should come. The dangers of Com- 
munists boring from within were stressed rather 
heavily, but there was no hint of jingoism. As 
one colonel said in his lecture: War would not 
be a simple solution to our differences with 
Russia.” And a Navy commander’s description 
of what would happen should an atomic bomb 
be exploded over Union Station was a good re- 
verse of the coin that portrays the United States 
as the sole dropper of atomic bombs. Business 
men had their inning when they spoke of Army 
and Navy red tape they had been entangled in 
during World War II. 

All in all, this mixing of civilians with the 
military must have had a salutary effect on all 
concerned. Successful planning for any future 
emergency lies in the mutual understanding of 
the problem and public support for all security 
measures. 
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A Badge of Distinction? 

Nothing can be done about baldness. So says 
an A.M.A. committee, which deplores the fact 
that millions of dollars are wasted each year in 
a futile attempt to grow hair. 

If hope deferred maketh the heart sick, here 
is good news. It means that your bald man, 
who has been forever experimenting with tonics 
and massages, now becomes a philosopher.

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Toward Trade Freedom in Europe 


Italy and France have taken the second step 
toward a customs union such as has been set up 
by Belgium, Holland and Luxembourg. Carlo 
Sforza and Robert Schuman, acting as Foreign 
Ministers of their respective nations, have 
signed in Paris a treaty which lays the basis for 
the removal of the tariff wall which now bars 
the natural flow. of goods across the Franco- 
Italian boundary. 18 

Of course, the treaty of the Italiang and the 
French will be subject to the same selfish 
manufacturing pressures which have delayed 
the effectiveness of the removal of tariff bar- 
riers among the Benelux countries. 


But it is not necessary that economic union 
come full blown in Europe. Indeed, if it is to 
come full blown, it will never come unless un- 
der an iron-handed dictator. The way of democ- 
racy is slower—and surer. It is the way that 
France and Italy are now proceeding. 

Foreign Minister Schuman put it well when 
he said that “the foundations are now laid, the 
building is still to be constructed.” And his 
Italian counterpart, Carlo Sforza, bespoke the 
feeling of millions of people in the United 
States when he answered: “The Americans want 
us to be self-sufficient, and they are beginning 
to mistrust European talk-fests. Here is a hard 
fact for them.” 

Full economic union is not anticipated before 
1955, but the elimination of customs collections 
between the two countries is set for one year 
from the date of ratification. At that time, 
France and Italy will announce an identical list 
of duties on goods coming in from other coun- 
tries. It is intended that once this first duty 
is collected, there shall be no further bar to 
the movement of these goods either way be- 
tween Italy and France. 

In addition to all the reasons of trade for this 
treaty, and what it promfSes, stands the matter 
of movement of population. Italy is in great 
need of more room. France is in ſust as great 
a need of workers, many of them on a seasonal 
basis in the southern provinces. If thousands 
of people are to move about readily between 
the two countries, old walls must come down. 


This is one of the most neartening develop- 
ments on the international scene. France and 
Italy deserve the applause—and imitation—of 
other European countries. 
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Support for Elephant Rocks Park 

Missouri should preserve for posterity the re- 
markable formations at Graniteville, in the 
Ozarks, popularly known as the Elephant Rocks. 
It is a pleasure to record, therefore, that inter- 
est in acquiring these rock remains is growing 
steadily. The Southeast Missouri Sportsmen’s 
Association at Poplar Bluff is the latest group to 
indorse the idea of a small state preserve and to 
forward its support to the State Park Board. If 
all the citizens who have stopped, walked among 
these great reddish rocks and marveled at their 
curious elephantine shapes were to ask for their 
preservation, the area would become state prop- 
erty in short order. 
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The Third Force Wins Again 

That the ruling coalition in France is gaining 
in grass-roots popularity was indicated by Sun- 
day’s run-off elections. The middle-of-the-road 
parties actually displayed even more strength 
than they did a week ago. Then they won 316 
of the 712 posts at stake. Yesterday they won 
525 out of 785. That gives them a very com- 
fortable margin over Gen. De Gaulle’s adherents 
who filled 215 jobs yesterday and 171 on the 
preceding Sunday. As for the Communists, they 
slipped almost completely out of the picture 
yesterday, winning only 20 contests. 

These elections, of course, will have no di- 
rect effect on the make-up of the Central Gov- 
ernment. They were local affairs held in the 
cantons into which the 90 departments of France 
are subdivided. A fair analogy would be a 
county election in the United States. Many of 
the contests were influenced by local issues. 
Yet since political power in France is so much 
more centralized than it is in the United States, 
it is reasonable to attach rather more national 
significance to yesterday’s elections than one 
would in this country. 

Rather obviously, they reflect the increased 
stability which the Government has been able 
to bring to the country in the last year or so. 
They also signify a repudiation of De Gaulle's 
big talk of seizing power if he cannot win it. 
As for the Communists, Thorez washed out most 
of their hopes when he talked of supporting a 
Russian army on French soil. 

So far as international affairs are concerned, 
the voting may be interpreted as a sign that the 
French people were not too much alarmed by 
De Gaulle’s warnings against a rehabilitated 
Germany. Therefore the Government may co- 
operate a little more closely with Great Britain 
and the United States where Germany is con- 
cerned. There need be no guessing on that 
score, however, because practical tests will 
come up in the months immediately ahead. They 
will show beyond doubt just how much the 
French cantonal elections have contributed to 
Western international solidarity. 
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The National Labor Relations Board has just 
handed down a decision, but can’t agree on why 
it decided as it did. In the interest of giving 
credit where credit is due, it should be pointed 
out that this method of deciding things was 
originated in Missouri by the Public Service

Indonesia, a Blot on Democracy

United Nations Delegate Warren Austin 
has creditably upheld this country’s posi- 
tion on Indonesia by his recent statement 
insisting once again that the Dutch must 
permit the youthful Indonesian Republic to 
resume functioning as a free state. 

American opposition is now almost all 
that stands between the Dutch and con- 
tinued implementation of their plans for 
the East Indies re- 
gion, since they seem 
determined to ignore 
United Nations pro- 
tests and resolutions. 

We must continue to 
stand firm, both for 
the sake of democ- 
racy in Indonesia 
and the prestige of 
the UN. 

There seems little 
doubt now that the 
Dutch plan to retain Warren Austin 
military control over the Indonesian Re- 
public until they can sponsor the establish- 
ment of a United States of Indonesia 
closely tied to the Dutch crown. 


Last December, shortly before the Dutch 
invaded Indonesia, a UN good offices 
committee attempting to arrange peace in 
the region filed a bluntly-phrased report 
with the Security Council. Dutch actions, 
the report declared, had strengthened the 
impression that “The Netherlands Govern- 
ment has been proceeding unilaterally to 
establish ultimately a United States of In- 
donesia on its own terms and without the 
Republic.” Such a move, the committee 
warned, would “greatly complicate a nego- 
tiated settlement” and could create “seri- 
ous unrest in Indonesia.” 


Certainly the Dutch moves since then 
have done nothing to discredit the commit- 
tee’s conclusions. After invading the Re- 
public and imprisoning its government, 
they proceeded to mop up the entire region 
and establish firm military control. Now 
they have recognized a new group as 
“more representative” of the area and 
want to negotiate with them on Dutch 
terms and without consulting the deposed 
Republican Government. 


We do not believe peace and order can 
be brought to Indonesia by a sword, par- 
ticularly by a Dutch sword. The people of 
this troubled region have been seeking in- 
dependence for nearly half a century. 


In recent years they have been desperate 
enough to grasp at freedom no matter by 
whose hands it was proffered. Thus na- 
tives of the region were widely disposed to 
welcome the Japanese invasion of 1942, re- 
calling a cherished legend that predicted a 
race of men from the north would come 
down to drive out the white men, remain 
for 100 days and then leave Indonesia to 
the Indonesians. 


The present Dutch-tactics will only serve 
to make the Indonesians even more recep- 
tive to promises of freedom from any 
quarter—including the Communists. If we 
wish to foster democracy in Indonesia we 
must see to it that independence is 
achieved under the aegis of the United Na- 
tions, not the Kremlin. 


A modification of The Netherlands posi- 
tion must be the first step.in that direc- 
tion, and Mr. Austin’s stubborn insistence 
may be the only influence that can budge 
the determined Dutch.

While John Gunther was busy compiling 
his book Inside U. S. A.” he was also, by 
tragic coincidence and the ineluctable hand 
of fate, involuntarily preparing another 
book which could very aptly be entitled, 
“Inside Tragedy.”

Most startling was Gen. Barr's 
statement that an estimated 90 
per cent of all American military 
aid to Nationalist China was taken 
by the Communist armies. At an 
earlier press conference he had 
said publicly that the Communists 
had got the “major proportion.” 
But in the closed session he spelled 
it out more specifically. 

A great part of this military ma- 
terial the Communists got without 
firing a shot. Gen. Barr told the 
committee, in effect, that no 
amount of arms from this country 
could have saved the Nationalist 
regime from disaster. He painted 
a picture of sprawling chaos and 
disorder in vast armies from 
which the will to fight had en- 


Acheson. Those who know Gen. 
Barr will resent this as a slur on 
his conspicuous integrity and in- 
dependence. 

It happens that Mr. Acheson 
did suggest to the committee that 
Gen. Barr be called to testify. But 
that was because he had seen the 
general’s intelligence reports de- 
tailing his futile struggle as head 
of a futile mission.

An Operation Rathole. 


One reason for the controversy 
over China has been the reluc- 
tance of officials to make the 
facts public.

WEDGWOOD CHINA 
EXHIBIT AT MUSEUM 


500 Pieces to Be Shown — 
Largest Collection to Be 
Assembled in U.S. 


A traveling exhibition of 500 
pieces of Wedgwood china, the 
most comprehensive collection to 
be assembled in the United States, 
will open today at 8 p.m. at City 
Art Museum, it was announced by 
Perry T. Rathboné, museum direc- 
tor. The display illustrates trends 
of the last three centuries. 

Charles Nagel, former St. Louis- 
an, who was acting director of 
City Art Museum in wartime, or- 
ganized the show for the Brook- 
lyn Museum, of which he is direc- 
tor. The pieces are lent by the 
Wedgwood Museum, Staffordshire, 
England, and members of the 
Wedgwood family. 

Special emphasis, Rathbone said, 
is on the 1769-to-1790 period, when 
Josiah Wedgwood, fourth-genera- 
tion designer, did his most notable 
work. He helped develop Queen’s 
Ware, Green Glaze, Black Basalt, 
Jasper, Rossoantico, Cane Ware 
and other ceramics not known be- 
fore. Molds, trial pieces and pro- 
duction process exhibits illustrate 
steps in development and manu- 
facture of varied types. 

Among noteworthy works is Jo- 
siah Wedgwood’s copy of the fa- 
mous Portland Vase, which he 
made from an ancient Roman fu- 
neral urn excavated about 1630. 
The original is in the British Mu- 
seum, London. 

Other outstanding pieces are 2 
black-and-white jasper vase which 
was presented to Queen Mary in 
1939 and a replica of the. vase that 
adorned the wedding cake of Prin- 
cess Elizabeth. The exhibitian is 
rounded out by both useful and 
ornamental pottery, such as per- 
fume bottles, jewelry, plaques and 
medallions. The three downtown 
department stores will exhibit 
Wedgwood china during the mu- 
seum show, which will close May 3.

Loeffler Out Again; 


Providence

Ken Loeffler, who a year ago quit as coach of the St. Louis 
Bombers, now has resigned his second job in the Basketball Associa- 
tion of America as coach of the Providence Steamrollers, it was 


learned here last night. 


Lou ous Providence basket- 
ball and hockey club owner at- 
tending the American Hockey 
League playoff series here, said 
that he had been informed of 
Loeffler's resignation by a club 
official in Providence, 

Pieri said that he would ac- 
cept the resignation of the coach 
under whom the Steamrollers 
won only 12 of 60 games during 
the season just finished. 

“Ken couldn’t stand losing and 
for that I don’t blame him,” Pieri 
said at the Providence hockey 
game with the Flyers at the 
Arena last night. The club owner 
added that he doesn’t like losing 
either after dropping $90,000 in 
basketball. 


Loeffler had two years to go on 


a three year contract which he 
signed upon leaving the Bombers 
a year ago after directing the St. 
Louis team to a western division 
championship playoff and title in 
the first two seasons of the B. A. A. 
in St. Louis. 
Quit Here in Row. 


The former Yale University 
coach quit the Bombers protest- 
ing failure of the owners to pay 
a bonus he claimed due him from 


deal that the Steamrollers believe 
they got from the B. A. A. in the 
recent draft selections. 

Contending that it is entitled to 
the rights to Kentucky’s famous 
Alex Groza, Providence has pro- 
tested the draft procedure that 
allowed Groza to go to Indian- 
apolis.

WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP) 
Harold R. Christoffel, 
Waukee labor leader, today was 
granted a Supreme Court review 
of his conviction on a charge that 
he lied in telling the House labor 
committee he never had been a 
Communist. 

‘Christoffel was convicted in 
United States District Court here 
and was sentenced to two to six 
years, The United States Court 
of Appeals upheld the conviction. 
The Supreme Court set the week 
of April 18 for hearing the case. 

‘Christoffel was questioned by 
the committee on March i, 1947. 
At that time the union he headed 
Local 248 of the CIO United 
Auto Workers — was striking 
against the Milwaukee plant of 
the Allis-Chalmers Manufacturing 
Cé. The strike was unsuccessful! 
and Christoffel later was ousted 
as union president. 

In appealiig to the Supreme 
Court Christoffel contended a 
majority of the 25-member com- 
mittee was not present when he 
testified. Therefore, he argued, 
he could not have committed per- 
jury within the meaning of the 
District -of Columbia law. He 


Also protested that the trial jury 


panel had been investigated by 
the FBI. 

In another action of general in- 
terest, the court declared unani- 
mously that “benefits to organized 
labor cannot be utilized as a cat's- 
paw to pull employers’ chestnuts 
out of the anti-trust fires.” 

The decision was in a case hold- 
ing the Women's Sportswear 
Manufacturing Association of Bos- 
ton had violated the Sherman anti- 
trust act. The Government had 
Charged the association with re- 
straining trade through an agree- 
ment with jobbers. 

Under this agreement the job- 
bers were to give all their work 
to association members in good 
standing with the International 
Ladies Garment Workers Union. 
The Government said the union 
did mot appear to be a party to 
the agreement. 

The court’s quote about a “cat’s- 
paw” was in answer to the as- 
sociation’s contention that in- 
clusion of the labor union pro- 
vision made the agreement im- 
mune from attack under the anti- 
trust laws. 

The court overruled the claim 
of Illinois Supeme Court Justice 
Walter T. Gunn that federal in- 
come taxes on his pay are un- 
constitutional. 

The court turned down an ap- 
peal by Justice Gunn who seeks 
recovery of taxes paid to the 
Federal Government during the 
years 1939 through 1944. He has 
been a justice of the State Su- 
preme Court since 1938. He 
brought his suit in the United 
States District Court in Chicago 
which dismissed his claim, He 
appealed after the seventh United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals 
affirmed that action. More than 
10 years ago, the Supreme Court 
ruled that state officials, includ- 
ing judges, are not immune from 
federal taxation.

CHICAGO, March 28 (AP)— 
Woodruff Randolph, AFL Interna- 
tional Typographical Union presi- 
dent, is reported to have told 
striking Chicago newspaper print- 
ers yesterday to “hold out be- 
cause in time you will win.” 
Union sources told of his re- 
marks. Randolph addressed a 
closed meeting of Chicago ITU 
Local 16, which has been on strike 
against the city’s five major daily 
newspapers since Nov. 24, 1947. 
After the meeting Randolph de- 
clined to say what he told the 
strikers. However, other union 
sources said Randolph had said 
eight provisions of a proposed 
contract offered by the publishers 
“did not conform with NTU laws.”

However, Pilch was reported to 
have told the meeting that in view 
of the ITU’s executive council's 
objections, tocal 16's negotiating 
committee also was recommending 
that the publishers’ proposals be 
rejected.

“Carpet Knight.” 

HE epithet “carpet knight” is 

the sixteenth century equiva- 

lent of “armchair brass” as the 
latter was used in the second 
World War. Our correspondent 
suggests that its meaning is the 
same—an allusion to military of- 
ficers who keep out of the danger 
zone. 

“Carpet knight” is susceptible 
of two meanings. It once alluded 
to a knight who had received his 
rank for other than military dis- 
tinction. Thus the English schol- 
ar, Gervase Markham, wrote in

In Furniture Used | 


F you're interested in — 
| ever a single piece of furniture | 

there's a new term in the retail 
air that may save you money. 
That's K-D, trade abbreviation for 
“knocked down.” 

This means that the given piece, 
usually one of several types of
